Only a few days before the election he sus­ 
pended District Attorney Benton (Demo­ 
crat), of Missouri, and District Attorney 
Stone (Republican), of Pennsylvania, for 
taking the stum p on behalf of candidates 
for office of the two parties. Senator Vest, 
of Missouri, is here to secure, if possible, 
a reinstatem ent of District Attorney Ben­ 
ton. Vest does not deny that Benton in­ 
terested him self and m ade speeches in 
behalf of the Democratic candidates in

National B ank Circulation. 
W ashington,- November 
7th. — It is 
stated on authority that the opinion given 
bv the Attorney-General as to the unavail­ 
ability of the called 3 per cents being the 
b a sis'o f national bank circulation will 
make no change in the attitude of the 
Treasury Department, because this opiuion 
only confirmed the rule heretofore fol­ 
lowed. The banks have shown consider­ 
able diligence in acting under this rule, 
and in consequence of it they have w ith­ 
drawn from deposit and presented for re­ 
demption nearly $40,000,000 of 3 per cent, 
bonds since the 12th of August, the date of 
the first $10,000,000 call. A t the same rate 
her after it is expected that withdrawals 
will keep pace very fairly with future calls. 
Against the $40,000,000 of 3 per cents 
withdrawn, there have been only about 
$>,000.000 of other bonds deposited, so that 
the total bonds ou deposit to secure the 
national bank circulation have been re­ 
duced by about $31,000.000, which contracts 
circulation by about $28,000,000. 
If these 
proportions are preserved throughout the 
changes resulting from future calls of 3 
per cent, bonds, there may be a further 
contraction oí about $58.000,000 by the 
time aU these bonds are withdrawn. ’ It is 
said at the Treasury that this contrac­ 
tion in the volume of 
national bank 
circulation 
will 
not be 
felt 
in 
the 
channels of trade, because the national 
bank notes withdrawn from circulation 
will be replaced by disbursements from the 
Treasury, and in addition the banks that 
surrender their bonds and reduce their cir­ 
culation receive money for ten per cent, of 
the bonds redeemed and five per cent, of 
the circulation surrendered, m aking 14J per 
cent, upon the face of the bonds on the 
12th of August. The total am ount of three 
per cent, bonds held by the banks as the 
basis for circulation was a little more than 
$103,000,000, so that when these bonds are 
all paid their paym ent will put in circula­ 
tion $14,500,000 more than the am ount of 
currency then outstanding on the bonds. 
Redemption of national bank notes is a 
very slow process. The last report of the 
Treasurer showed that he was holding $60,­ 
000,000 of lawful money for the redemption 
of the outstanding bank circulation and of 
course the more rapid the surrender of the 
circulation the larger will be the am ount 
required to be held in the Treasury until 
the people choose to send their notes in and 
take lawful money instead.

W a s h i n g t o n , November 7th.—Professor

diate aud pressing necessity. 
T h e B ridge-Jam ping C r a n k . 
N iagara F a lls (N. Y.), November 7th.— 
Lawrence Donovan, of New York, who re­ 
cently jumped from the Brooklyn bridge 
into East river, jnmped from the suspen­ 
sion bridge a little past the center at five 
minutes before 7 o’clock this morning. He 
came from Buffalo last night, and stayed at 
the suspension bridge. His jump was wit­ 
nessed by four or five persons. He was 
accompanied by Professor Haley and Mr. 
Drew, a reporter, of Buffalo. He made the 
jum p successfully, a distance of 190 feet. 
He went straight down, feet first. He came 
up somewhat dazed, bat struck out for a 
boat in which were Messrs. Drew and 
Haley. He was taken in and stimulants 
given him. He is not seriously injured.

Chicago, November 7th.—There was no

Arm our <fc Co. report 
th at 800 cattle were slaughtered to-day in 
their establishment. It is now known that 
the strikers’ committee formally presented 
their demands to the packers yesterday. 
They asked for the eight-hour system and 
a scale of wages slightly less than the one 
in force for ten hours. The packers refused 
to entertain the proposition, and the strike 
was ordered. The strikers sent committees 
around to-day to induce the comparatively 
small num ber of men still at work to quit. 
In m any instances, especially with firemen 
and engineers, the attem pt was successful. 
A nnmber-of packers held a conference in 
A rm our’s office to-day, but they declined to 
talk about the’proceedings. Several largely 
attended meetings of strikers were also 
held. 
The Deputy Sheriffs did not leave 
their barracks to-day, ail detail work being 
done by the regular non-police. The great 
m ajority of the strikers remained away 
from the yards. One hundred more Dep­ 
uty Sheriffs arrived in the evening, m aking 
the total force 300.

Hayes, Bailey and McGuire, of the General 
Executive Board of K nights of Labor, held 
a conference here this evening relative to 
the strike of the Chicago beef and pork- 
packers.

Mr. Powderly declined 
to discuss the m erits of the case in the ab­ 
sence of a knowledge of the strike. 
1-09» ot the W ar .Steamer M anhattan and 
all H er Crew. 
N ew H aven (Conn.), November 7th.—It 
is said the United States steam er M anhattan 
foundered about 9:30 this morning, twenty- 
one and a half miles off this harbor, and 
sank immediately, carrying with Lcr ullon 
board. The cause of the accident is not yet 
known. 
H er crew num bered 25 men. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
N ew H aven, November 7th.—The Man­ 
hattan came into this port yesterday after­ 
noon for shelter, and started out, pre­ 
sumably, for New York, about 9 this m orn­ 
ing. The wind was blowing a gale, and a 
trem endous sea was running. Just after 
passing the breakwater and getting into 
the full force of the gale blowing up the 
sound, she was seen 6v W illiam King, an 
oyster dealer, living at Oyster Point. 
He 
watched her through a glass, and as she 
appeared to be laboring heavily and was 
evidently in distress, be 
ran 
to the 
telephone and tried to notify some of 
the 
tugs in port. 
W hen he returned 
the 
vessel 
was 
still 
to 
be 
seen, 
aud in trouble. A few m inutes later (not 
over three minutes) she had disappeared, 
and nothing could be seen. He is of the 
opinion that she went down w ith all on 
board. H e stated that under the most fa­ 
vorable circumstances she could not have 
steered out of sight inside of twenty m in­ 
utes. The tug Alert went down "to the 
breakwater this afternoon, but was com­ 
pelled to return w ithout going outside, 
owing to the High seas. There is no wav 
ol positively confirming the identity of the 
vessel to-night, or to obtain full particu­ 
lars, as nothing in the harbor could leave 
for search outside. Bradford, eight miles 
to the east reports, that a large quantity of 
wreckage is coming ashore, and is strewn 
along the beach for two miles. 
It consists 
of wood-work, apparently inside cabin- 
work, brcadstuffs, biscuit, oil cans. etc. 


t iie r epo r ts c o n fir m ed . 
N ew H aven, November 7th—later—T he 
M anhattan, Lieutenant-CommanderTosier, 
went to the bottom olf the southwest ledge, 
two miles outside of this harbor, at 9:30 
o’clock this morning. At the time the 
vessel sank there was a heavy sea on, 
with a fierce gale blowing. The M anhat­ 
tan came into this harbor some tim e during 
last night and anchored in the channel off 
the Yacht Club’s house. 
The Custom­ 
house officials seem to know very little 
about the vessel’s mission in these waters, 
but think she was on special duty, as the set­ 
ting of buoys, exam ination of lighthouses, 
or looking after coasting and trading ves­ 
sels to see that their papers were correctly 
made out, and that they were engaged in 
trade sanctioned by them . 
This morning, 
about 6 o’clock, three of the officers oí the 
M anhattan came ashore in a sm all boat, 
landing at Long W harf. They remained 
on shore about an hour, and after gettine 
the m orning papers went aboard agairf. 
Im m ediately alier this the M anhattan got 
nndcr way and beaded down the harbor. 
Kane's story (told above) is corroborated 
by Jam es Smith, proprietor of a hotel on 
the south end of the eastern shore, seven 
or eight miles from the point where Kane 
saw the vessel sink. Sm ith says when he 
saw the M anhattan she was on her side, 
shipping sea after sea, and finally careened 
over, and went down in a very few m inutes 
from the tim e he noticed the vessel. Two 
or three other persons on the eastern shore, 
all at different points of observation, tell 
stories of the disaster that fully bear out 
those told by Sm ith and Kane. 
W hen the 
M anhattan sunk the tide was setting full 
out to the sound, and what wreckage there 
may have been would go out to sea. 
Late 
this afternoon quantities of pilot-breadand 
biscuit, pieces of board varnished on one 
side, that may have been broken irom the 
officers' cabin, oil cans and some miscel­ 
laneous articles floated ashore with the 
tide. 
[THIRD DISPATCH. 1 
W ashington, November 7th.—Thesteam- 
er M anhattan, which is reported to have 
foundered off New Haven this morning, is a 
revenue cutter. The Chief of the Revenue 
Marine says she was a stanch screw-steamer 
of about 125 tons, and carried a crew of 25 
men. She was commanded by Lieutenant 
D. F. Tosier, who is regarded as one of the 
ablest officers in the service, and it is be­ 
lieved by the Chief of the Revenue Marine 
that she could not have foundered unless 
as the result of some accident. The other 
officers of the M anhattan w ere: Second 
Lieutenant W. T. Holland, Executive Offi­ 
cer; Third Lieutenant, J. C. H arris ; Engi­ 
neer, Jam es Ogden, and Assistant Engi­ 
neer, W iliet S. i’edrick.

Caldwell he made a speech from the bench 
to the effect that the jurors were officers 
of the law, and could nut be separated, etc. 
They were sent back, and the United States 
Marshal instructed to accompany them and 
report to the Court. 
Mr. K nott refused to 
adm it the negro, and said he would never 
adm it one to the White people’s room. The 
Capital Restaurant, however, took them in 
a body, and for the first tim e a negro en­ 
joyed his repast at the leading hotel in the 
State and among white people. The en­ 
tire proceedings cause no little comment.

They 
say that Congress passed an Act years ago 
prohibiting any more Indians being settled 
there, which virtually nullified the sale, 
and the Creeks claim it has reverted back 
to them, with jurisdiction and possession 
over the same. They are anxious to get it in 
some shape whereby they can raise revenue 
from it by leasing it foi grazing purposes. 
Convicted of M urder. 
St. Louis, November 7tli.—A special from 
Omaha, Neb., says: At North Platte, on 
Friday night, after a week’s trial, Jeff Long 
was convicted of m urder in the first degree 
for killing old man Bascombe and liis wife 
on their homestead claim last spring. Bas­ 
combe and his wife were found burned to 
death in the ruins of their bouse, and ibeir 
death was a m ystery until it was discovered 
that their bodies had bullet holes in them .

P a r is, November 7tb.—In the Budget 
debate in the Chamber of Deputies yester­ 
day Raoul Duval, a free trader and" form­ 
erly a Bonapartist, made a m emorable 
speech which will produce a lasting effect.

On 8aturday be severed the 
last link binding him to the Right, and 
joined the Republicans. 
He was fol­ 
lowed by Deputies Eberly and Lepoutre. 
In opening his speech M. Duval opposed the 
projected loan and income tax, on the 
ground that France was too heavily bur­ 
dened already. H e counseled all parties to 
unite for the purpose of carrying the re­ 
forms needed. H e continued : "’’ O ursheet- 
anchoi should be complete union. Thirty- 
seven m illion of French democrats are 
ready, if needed, to m ake every sacrifice to 
preserve the independence and dignity of 
the country.” 
T urning 
to 
the Left, 
he reproached them . 
Being the stronger 
party, 
it 
was 
incum bent 
upon 
them 
to 
initiate 
a 
reconciliation 
policy. Instead of this they have divided 
France, even to the remotest village, into 
two hostile camps. 
H e accused the Right

S o il , C r o p and M o istu r e.—The interest­ 
ing researches in Germany, by Professor 
E. W ollny, have shown that both soil and 
crops have a great influence upon the pro­ 
portion of moisture iu the atm osphere. 
Other things being equal, the atm osphere 
moisture is greatest over hum us soils, least 
over sands, and takes an interm ediate posi­ 
tion over clays. The air over ffat and con­ 
cave surfaces is moister than that over ad­ 
jacent slopes, while easterly and westerly 
inclines take an intermediate place. The 
m oisture is greater over a plant-covered 
tract than over a bare soil, and increases 
with the density ol the vegetation. Am ong 
ordinary' crops, meadows' im part 
most 
moisture to the a ir; then follow perennial 
plants, such as clover and lucerne: 
then 
sum m er crops which have a prolonged veg­ 
etation. such as turnips, maize, oats, beans 
and potatoes; th enthoseof briefer growth, 
as flax, rye, barley and peas ; and, lastly, 
w inter wheat.

ballot shall lie railed and tallied sepa­ 
rately, yet we h a w it on th e authority of 
the San F ranci*o press, th a t iikthe recent 
election this provision was frequently vio* 
lated and groups of supposed straight 
tickets tallied together. 
This, if true, was 
opportunity to defraud, and it may have 
been -embraced. 
A ll these defects in elec­ 
tion m ethods are capable of correction, 
and it should be done. 
T he purity, in­ 
violability and sacred character of the ex­ 
pression of the sovereign will must lie pre­ 
served, and mere economy must not stand 
in the way. More speedy counting, greater 
stringency of rules for election officers, 
provisions againt 
fraudulent 
practices, 
must be secured. 
T he discussion of the 
subject at this tim e is opportune, and 
should be generally engaged in, witli a 
view of securing in the new Legislature 
remedial measures for present ills, and 
provision against possible fraud and wrong 
doing, to the full extent of hum an in­ 
genuity to devise. 


REVIVING VAIN HOPES. 


THE STORY OF LAZARUS. 


ERRORS IN OUR ELECTION METHODS. 


One of the outcomes of the election is 
the strong conviction in the public mind 
of the need of reform in the method of 
counting the votes. 
U nder the present 
system the same officers who receive the 
ballots are continued on duty to count 
them . 
T his necessitates one, two, three or 
four consecutive days and nights of the 
most trying labor. 
In San Francisco the 
law provides for a double board of judges 
and inspectors, the members of which may 
relieve each otiier in the duties of canvass­ 
ing the ballots, but this is not perm itted 
in any other election districts of the State. 
T he law does provide that if a judge of 
election “ cease to act,” th e inspector, who 
is C hairm an of the Board, may appoint 
' " another in his place, but this is dependent 
upon the voluntary retiracy of one of the 
judges, and therefore is defective and does 
not meet th e objections we raise, besides 
being a dangerovs delegation of power. 
There is no appreciable reason why the 
law for Son Francisco should not lie made 
applicable to any election district where 
the county Supervisors deem it wise to 
avail of it. 
No man can work well and with that 
accuracy so necessary in determ ining the 
result of the ballots cast, if he is deprived 
of his usual rest. 
It is safe to say, there­ 
fore, th at when an election officer readies 
the small hours of m orning in the work 
of calling off and tallying votes, he is 
very liable to err, and at such a tim e many 
officers are prone to stim ulate themselves 
by beverages better left untouched. W hen 
it comes, however, to loss of rest for two 
and three nights, w ith irregular and hasty 
meals, the official is actually unreliable, 
lie can only secure rest by turning the 
rount over to his colleagues for a time. 
But the law presumes the presence of the 
entire election 
when every ballot is 
unfolded. 
Added to this there Is the 
feverish anxiety created in the public 
mind by long delayed 
returns, under 
which business 
and domestic concerns 
suffer. 
In this active age the public 
grows very irritable under delays of this 
kind. 
. 
There are two remedies for these ills 
which hazard the public verdict, either of 
which will insure clear heads for the 
counting of the ballots. 
One is the nar­ 
rowing of the precincts, so th at the vote 
may be so small as to lie counted within a 
fsw hours after the closing of the polls. 
The other is to have a separate hoard 
canvass the ballots nearly as rapidly as 
they are cast. 
To both of these there are 
serious objections, but none of them are 
insuperable, and either plan is better than 
th a t we now have. 
To the first it is ob­ 
jected 
th at 
the cost 
of 
the election 
w ill be increased, but this is answer­ 
able by the statem ent that there is no ma­ 
terial difference lietween employing five 
men to do a given duty in five days, and ten 
men to do it in two and a half days. 
But, 
if is said, the increase of the number of 
election boards increases the liability of 
frauds upon the elective franchise. 
But 
to this there is no force. 
Many boards are 
uot so easily corrupted as a few. 
To th e second remedy it is objected that 
knowledge of the progress of the count, 
disclosing lack of votes for losing candi­ 
dates, is an invitation to fraud and corrup­ 
tion in the interest of the losing ticket ; 
also, th at the cost will be doubled by the 
establishm ent of a separate 
returning 
board. 
If it is said that the first cannot 
lie successfully prevented, then we con­ 
fess only the incapacity and frailty of 
hum an nature. 
T he economic view of 
th e case cuts no figure whatever in the 
m atter, so long as it is desirable to preserve 
th e right of the voter aud the inviolability 
of the ballot-box. 
T here is still another need in the con­ 
duct of elections. 
No one should lie al­ 
lowed to touch the v o ters ballot after it 
leaves his hand. 
W e have no knowledge 
th at it has recently been done, but it cer­ 
tainly is possible for an expert person to 
receive tiie voter’s ballot, and deposit in its 
stead a very different 
one. 
A 
very 
little 
sleight-of-hand 
knowledge 
and 
practice 
makes 
this probable. 
I t 
was 
not 
infrequent 
in 
th e 
late election 
to see an inspector or judge receive a ballot 
in one hand and pass it to the other before 
depositing it. 
In th at passage it could be 
«■hanged, and we are told by those who 
pretend to know th a t such things have 
been done. 
Sometimes there is delay in 
finding the voter’s name on the register, 
conversation ensues, some shifting of posi­ 
tion, and opportunity in consequence to 
effect changes. 
Though the law provides th a t every 


T he Nevada Herald, under the heading 
“ We A re Poor,” indulges itself in a long 
editorial, suggesting the resum ption of 
hydraulic mining, or at least such legisla­ 
tion in Legislature and Congress as will 
give legal sanction to experim enting to 
determ ine if that kind of m ining cannot be 
carried on w ithin the law. as interpreted 
by the Courts. 
Its plan is to have all 
the miners unite to bring pressure to bear 
on political lines, and simultaneously on 
commercial lines. 
The latter is to lie 
effected by agreement of the m ining sec­ 
tions to im port goods direct, and refuse to 
job with houses in California until they 
protest in favor of hydraulic mining. 
Tlxe 
Herald asserts th at the great w ealth of 
the Sierra m ining belts has as yet been 
only touched. 
T h at beneath the moun­ 
tains are untold millions that, without 
the aid of outside capital, can only be 
profitably washed from the shining sands 
by the hydraulic process. 
W ith all this 
wealth lieneath their feet the people, it 
reiterates, are “ poor, very poor, because 
a narrow and short-sighted jiolicy” has 
been pursued, and the Courts have de­ 
clared hydraulic m ining that sends debris 
down to tiie rivers and valley to be a 
nuisance. 
T he whole article is a piteous 
moan, beneath which is a threat th at is 
grim and sincere. 
How far the Herald 
represents the sentim ent of the hydraulic 
m ining regions in this m atter we do not 
know. 
It probably represents a very con­ 
siderable thought in the direction indi­ 
cated,. 
No one in the valley wishes ill to 
our neighbors of the mountains. T hat they 
are poor excites commiseration, but that 
their ease is pitiful is no reason whatever 
for forgetting or ignoring the rights of 
others who have also been made poor by 
hydraulic mining. 
If our contemporary’s 
constituents have been made poor by the 
cessation of the hydraulic mining process, 
so have the people of the river sections by 
its long continuance. 
Taxes, by reason of 
it, ran up to destructive figures, and be­ 
came intolerable burdens; property was 
utterly destroyed and vast tracts covered 
by mining wash ; real estate in towns and 
cities depreciated in value because of the 
threat of Hood from rivers raised bodily by 
the filling of the streams. 
A commerce 
on navigable streams, once of vast propor­ 
tions, sank to a mere shadow of itself and 
degenerated into a flat-boat trade o^very 
lim ited extent. G reat natural drains of the 
valley were filled and the water diverted 
over 
adjacent 
lands; 
industries were 
checked, m anufacturing stopped, trade in­ 
jured, homes destroyed, agriculture made 
extra hazardous, and the whole river sec­ 
tion set back a decade in the m arch of 
progress. 
So there were and are two 
sides to the story. 
Of what profit is it, 
then, to revive these issues now ? 
W hat 
good does the Herald hope for from such a 
policy'! L et the people of the m ountains 
understand th at the right thing to do is to 
unite with those of the valley in develop­ 
ing the resources of the country th at are not 
under the ban of the law. 
Let them aid 
and 
stim ulate all manner of m ining 
th at 
does 
not 
do 
harm 
to others. 
Let 
them 
join 
w ith 
the 
people 
of 
the 
plains 
and 
foothills 
in 
inviting to our section desirable immigra­ 
tion. 
Let them abandon the idea th at the 
hydraulic section is good for nothing else. 
It is gross error. 
They have not begun to 
test the capacity of th at region in other 
industrial and productive directions. They 
do not yet know of the wealth that is pos­ 
sible to be developed in the mountains 
without 
washing 
the 
hills 
into the 
rivers. 
L et them devote half as much 
energy to developing the full possibilities 
of their counties as they gave to hydraulic 
mining, and they will, we sincerely be­ 
lieve, be astonished at the result. 
There 
is no hatred of them in tiie valley, but de­ 
term ination that hydraulic m ining must 
not be resumed. 
W e look ujion such ap­ 
peals as th at of the Herald as damaging to 
the very people in whose interest they as­ 
sume to be made. 
The Herald should 
so advise 
its 
people, 
for 
it 
knows 
there 
is 
no 
hope 
for 
liydrauliek- 
ing. 
Let it advise them , and with an 
energy th at will carry conviction, th at the 
mountains are yet to be developed, th at the 
resources of the m ining regions are of im ­ 
measurable worth outside of hydraulic 
mining, and th at the one thing to do is to 
turn ail local energies in the direction of 
developing them. 


I t is gratifying to learn th at the propo­ 
sition to establish here a perm anent exhi­ 
bition in connection w ith the movement 
to promote the settlem ent of Central and 
northern California meets w ith favor from 
our citizens generally. 
T he verdict of ad­ 
visability being rendered, action is the 
next thing. 
T h e’ old adage with regard 
to striking while the iron is hot applies in 
this case. 
AVe trust th at the idea will be 
made m aterial by further initiatory steps 
to supplement those already taken, and 
th at the perm anent exhibition may be­ 
come a reality w ithin a few months. 
Ail 
that is needed now is organization, some 
means, a building, and sufficient income to 
m aintain the fair. 
The first should be 
easy ; for the second the demand is not for 
a large figure— in fact, so small a spot sum 
will insure it, th at the credit necessary 
ought to be pledged by o ar people w ithin 
a fortnight. 
The securing or erecting of a 
building will not involve a large outlay. 
The chief need will be a certain income 
for the maintenance and care of the exhi­ 
bition. 
Once established, we believe the 
benefit of the investment will be so clearly 
seen and so practically felt th at the in­ 
come will be provided without difficulty. 
The chief labor will be the securing of the 
necessary capital to m ake ‘‘a start.” 
T hat 
done, we have faith in the virtue of the 
scheme to promote itself thereafter.

H e begged for 
the crumbs th at fell from the rich man’s 
table, the garbage of his kitchen.

picture portrays vividly the abjectness of 
iris helpless, loathsome and suffering con­ 
dition, when it is said he could not drive 
away the dogs. 
Thank God, in this age of 
the world, in a land of hospitals and hu­ 
mane institutions, such a thing is impossi­ 
ble. 
One is the picture of purse-proud, 
selfish, godless m an ; the other a mendi­ 
cant—no clothing but rags, 110 companion 
but logs, no bed but that afforded by the 
stone pavement.

PACIFIC COAST. 
THE 
ELECTION. 


TH E 
ORANGE 
CROP. 


Prospect for the Present Year and Out­ 
look for the Years to Come. 
The oranges which are beginning to cut 
so im portant a figure on the fruit stands 
are not California oranges; they come from 
Mexico, Central America and the islands. 
Our crop will not m ake its appearance to 
m uch extent in the m arkets for a couple of 
m onths or thereabouts. 
AVhen it does, it 
promises to be large, and the fruit to be 
cheap. 
Ten years ago that crop was roughly esti­ 
mated at 10,000,000 oranges. 
W hen Nord» 
hoff wrote, in 1873, the total num ber 01 
oranges trees planted was said to be under 
30 009. 
In 1872 San Francisco received 
1,500,000 oranges from southern California, 
and 5,000,000 from abroad. This year the 
total crop of southern California is esti­ 
mated at 500,000 boxes, containing 200 
oranges each—say 100,000,000 oranges in 
all. The crop to be harvested in 1887 will 
not be less than (¡00,000 boxes, and may be 
700,000. Thus the growers will have to 
find a m arket for 140,000,000 oranges. 
AVhen Xordhoff wrote, fears of over-sup­ 
plying the m arket were freely entertained. 
Wise men were prepared to prove that the 
crop was already larger than the country 
could consume, and the growers would 
have to feed the fruit to swine, as they do 
in parts of Spain where there is no trans­ 
portation. But the experience of the past 
ten years has proved that, at a fair price, 
the orange m arket of the East cannot be 
glutted. The great cities of the East will 
consume all the fruit we dan send them, 
and want m o re; the demand grows more 
rapidly than the supply. 
Hence, in m any 
parts of the South, orange orchards which 
were planted ten and twelve years ago, and 
were neglected through a mistaken appre­ 
hension that the owners would be unable 
to sell their fruit, are being put in order, 
the dead trees replaced, and the soil cleared 
of weeds. 
About one-half the orange crop of Cali­ 
fornia is consumed 011 this coast, including 
U tah ; the other half goe3 East direct. Thus 
we may say that less than 2,000,000 people 
on this slope will eat in the course of next 
year 70.0CK3,000 oranges, or 35 oranges a 
head. This seems a liberal allowance, but 
when the fruit is cheap it is freely con­ 
sumed. 
At present the price per box at 
the fruit dealer’s in the city is $1 50 and $2 
—from three-fourths to one cent per 
orange. They retail at 25 and 50 cents 
per dozen, and the grower probably gets 
som ething like $1 a box lor his crop. 
Navel oranges command at the dealer's 
$3 50 per box, and retail at lancy prices. 
Of all branches of horticulture, orange- 
culture pays the best, if it be faithfully 
pursued and the grower has patience to 
wait for returns. Three-vear-old trees can 
be bought at quite moderate prices; in nine 
years after they are planted they should 
bear, and in five years more they should 
reach m aturity. 
How much lruit a tree 
should bear is one of those questions on 
which growers differ. M any insist that a 
tree is not doing well unless it bears 2,000 
oranges each season; others are satisfied 
with an average of 1,100, one year with 
another. Taking sixty trees to the acre, 
counting 1,000 oranges to the tree, and the 
value at the orchard at $1 a box, the grower 
realizes $5 a tree, or $300 an acre, which is 
more than land in grapes or other fruit or 
grain will yield. Yet, curious to say, land 
planted in oranges six and seven and ten 
years old can be bought for less than $300 
an acre in parts of the orange belt at the 
south. 
The prospect is frir for a wide extension 
of that belt. A t present the chief orange 
orchards are at Riverside, in San Bernar­ 
dino county, and at Pasadena and San Ga­ 
briel, in Los Angeles. 
But it has been dis­ 
covered that the orange can be grown quite 
successfully in the northern counties—So­ 
noma, Napa, Butte, Teham a and others. 
An exhibition of citrus frufts grown in the 
northern counties is to be held next m onth 
at Sacramento, and when it is over, the 
fruit, or a duplicate thereof, is to be for­ 
warded to Chicago, to be exhibited there. 
The northern counties are to be congratu­ 
lated on the addition of a new resource to 
the m any valuable resources they have al­ 
ready ; the more heartily because it is evi­ 
dent'that the successful cultivation of citrus 
fruits at the north will not im pair the su­ 
premacy which the southern counties have 
established in the same branch of horti­ 
culture.—S'. F. Call.

It is said he stole $20,000 just before he left. 
He is supposed to be in Canada by this 
time. 
The Yonng Men's American Club, formed 
in Oakland during the campaign, at a re­ 
cent meeting decided to m aintain perm a­ 
nently the organization for the support and 
in the interest of the new party,which they 
expect soon will be a national organiza­ 
tion. 
Michael Dolan, at one tim e an employe 
of the 8ouili Pacific Coast Railroad, and 
who was severely injured at an accident on 
that road in November, 1885, at the bridge 
crossing San Lorenzo creek, has commenced 
an action against the company for $50,000 
damages. 
A large consignment of the cultivated 
nm lbsrry tree is en route from Milan to 
this city to be distributed throughout the 
State. 
It is stated llmt the railroad and llie 
steamship companies favor the culture of 
silk, and will make it very easy for the 
im porting of anything to promote its in ­ 
terests.

Our Overflowed Valley Lands. 
The lands of the Sacramento valley that 
are subject to periodical overflow are the 
most fertile lands 111 the world, and justify 
the efforts men are m aking for their recla­ 
mation. They are as templing as our rich 
gold fields. 
It is said that it cotts more 
than a dollar to get a dollar out of the 
mines, but men will work at m ining. 
It 
is argned that men will lose m oney by 
undertaking to farm the overflowed lands, 
but when it is possible to produce seventy- 
three bushels ot wheat 
to 
the 
acre 
011 such land, as has been done in this 
county, men will take chances—will try to 
reclaim them . The wonder to us is that 
the effort at reclamation has not been 
greater and more systematic. The basin 
between Colusa and Sycamore slough is 
easy of reclamation, but the land owners 
do not seem to go at it in earnest. Mr. 
Morton has a levee on his north and west 
lines. Howell Davis has a levee a mile and 
a half long on his north line, and has run 
down south where he is joined by AVm. 
AA'right and R. S. B rowning.whoare átwork 
now trying to close an im portant gap. J. 
L. Davis and Jam es Balsden have built an 
interior ievee to protect their lands. But 
there has been 110 organized effort of the 
landholders of the basin, and that Í3 what 
ought to be. 
District 19$ comprises the 
ffind lower down the river, and there lias 
been organized effort there, but all who 
ought to help in the m atter have not 
done so. 
People owning land along 
the banks of the river depended too 
much on 
the owners 
of 
I he 
lower 
lands. But, after all, the great plan of 
levees and outlets, which we have advo­ 
cated for so m any years, ought to be 
inaugurated. 
Land has now become of 
sufficient value to justify the expenditure 
in that behalf. It is the only way to m ake 
reclamation thorough and secure, except as 
to a few comparatively small pari els—such 
as the basin between Colusa and Sycamore. 
AVith water kept off the low lauds, and 
water put on the high lands, what a vast 
empire will be built up in the Sacramento 
valley. The water isa magnificent servant, 
but it m ust be controlled. 
It is this intel­ 
ligent control to which the energies and in ­ 
tellects of men m ust be directed.— Colusa 
Sun.

figures give Mr. Bartlett a plurality of 314. 
T he §an Francisco Alla figures out a plu­ 
rality of 909 for Bartlett over Mr. Swift. 
The Call calculates Mr. Bartlett’s plurality 
to be 52t¡. 
Our own figures are wholly unsatis­ 
factory, and give Mr. Bartlett so sm all a 
plurality on newspaper returns, that we are 
unwilling to present any further table of 
figures until the official count shall have 
been reported to the Secretary of State, or 
otherwise ascertained with some evidence 
of official authority. It is probable that 
Mr. Bartlett is elected Governor by a 
slender plurality. It is not beyond possi­ 
bility that official count may elect Mr.

The 
chief 
interest now centers about the returns from 
San Francisco. Claims of fraud are made 
on both sides, but they come chiefly from 
Republicans, some ot whom insist upon a 
recount. 
A portion ’of the Republican 
State Central C ommittee, we learn, favor a 
contest, but to this Mr. Swift is much op­ 
posed. 
The idea is entertained by many 
that if any frauds were perpetrated to de­ 
feat the Republican ticket, that a recount 
will show the schemers to have been so 
sharp that a recount will only increase the 
vote claimed for Mr. Bartlett. 
A good 
many stories are told of outrages in San 
Francisco concerning the election. 
Siebe, 
candidate for Assessor in San Francisco, 
says he was counted out, and He will de­ 
m and a recount. He charges that in one 
precinct where he had watchers he was 
at 3 a. m. Thursday opposed by a candidate 
with 122 votes, and but 19 ballots remained 
in the box to co u n t; that the returns were 
made up to show the 122 to have grown to 
177 on the nourishm ent of the 10 ballots, 
while his own vote of 71 grew to 77. One 
ot the Election Board denies the truth of 
this charge. A messenger carrying returns 
to the Registrar was assaulted by strange 
men, and a package of ballots and an en­ 
velope containing returns wrested from 
him . Saturday part of the ballots, rolled 
up and m utilated, were found in a vacant 
lot. 
One arrest was made for the assault, 
and the prisoner released on bail. Charges 
are made that in some precincts the elec­ 
tion officers were drunk, and that in at 
least one all hands in the polling-room had 
a knock-down tight. Charges are made by 
the Chronicle that returns have been doc­ 
tored and M r.Swift counted out. Reporters 
say that they found election officers drunk 
on duty, and witnessed efforts to miscall 
and 
wrongly 
tally 
votes. 
In 
one 
precinct 
the 
election 
officers 
en­ 
gaged in 11 scrimmage, 
and the police 
burst in the door 
and 
arrested three 
of the election officials. One of the charges 
is that in the N inth I’rccinct of the Thirty- 
fifth District Mr. Swift had 75 at one tim e 
while the count progressed, but the returns 
were sent to the Registrar showing but 57 
for Mr. Swift. 
I’earson, Republican candi­ 
date for Sheriff, claims to have proofs of 
fraud sufficient to warrant a dem and for 
recount. A citizen charges that in the Sec­ 
ond Precinct of the Thirty-seventh Assem­ 
bly District fraudulent tallies were checked 
up against Siebe. 
In another precinct it is 
charged that Mr. Bartlett’s vote was tallied 
82 in a count of 49 ballots. 
The law provides that a recount of the 
vote for Governor or Lieutenant-Governor 
m ay be demanded by any elector who, 
within twenty days after the result of the 
election has been announced, delivers to 
the presiding officer of each house of the 
Legislature a verified specification ot the 
grounds of contest. The recount is held 
before a committee composed of seven 
members 
ot the 
Senate 
and 
seven 
of the 
House. 
This 
committee 
is 
chosen 
by 
lot. 
the 
first 
seven 
names in each house drawn from a box 
containing all the names of the members, 
being made members of the committee. 
This committee then proceeds to try the 
contest, and its decision is final and con­ 
clusive. The constitution of the committee 
is thus by lot supposed to be made non­ 
partisan, but it m ay also be wholly Demo­ 
cratic or wholly Republican. 
Senator AVilliams. of the Republican 
State Central Committee, said on Saturday 
to a Call reporter, regarding charges of 
fraud, that charges of this character were 
rife at that moment, but w hether or not 
they had any foundation in fact, no one 
could assert with authority. It was, how­ 
ever, the duty of the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the State Central Committee to ascer­ 
tain as lar as possible what foundation 
there was for these reports, and for that 
purpose they would meet from tim e to 
tinte their aijoum m euts being made sub 
ject to the cali of the Chair. 
At the m eet­ 
ing of yesterday nothing was done except 
to decide to keep a strict guard over the 
ballots until the official canvass, and to dis­ 
cuss the proper means of procedure in the 
m atter of the alleged election frauds. 
T he Call also says : 
“ John F. Swift was 
seen on the sirect during the torenoon, and. 
in reply to a question, stated it as his belief 
that he had been counted out in this city. 
It was only a m atter of opinion, however, 
as he had not kept a single figure of the 
vote, and really knew nothing about what 
the latest estimates were ; still, he held to 
the belief that he was defrauded of the 
Governorship, and 
had always expected 
snch a result if his vote fell less than 1,009 
in excess of Bartlett’s.”

N u rs e ry Ite m s . 
The Sacramento nurserym en are prepar­ 
ing their yards for their trees and sprigs, 
and soon will be ready to fill orders for all 
kinds of trees and vines. Politics and poli­ 
ticians are settled for a while now and he 
who wishes to see his country prosper will 
turn his attention to trees and vines, and 
the planting of orchards and vineyards. 
It is said the favorite pear will no doubt be 
the Bartlett, especially in Democratic sec­ 
tions. 
A well-known nurserym an says 
that indications point to a more extensive 
planting on the part of growers, both for 
home gardens and orchards, than for the 
past ten years. Such a spirit on the part 
of our farmers in the next ten years and 
we will have the entire country dotted with 
orchards, something that should have been 
done long ago. The large call for citrus 
trees last year has caused the nurserymen 
to have a large stock of oranges, lemons, 
etc. on hand, and no doubt but that in the 
near future, this, the natural hom e of the 
orange, will contain larger orange-groves 
and more of them than are to be found in 
the less favored sections in the southern 
portion of the State. Oranges are now 
ripening ip this valley and in the foothills 
of Placer, El Dorado and Butte counties.

The Board of Health 
will ask the Trustees to pass an ordinance 
compelling the plumbers of the city to 
comply w ith their regulations. 
A report was circulated Saturday after­ 
noon that an accident had taken place at 
Colonel Van Schm idt’s dredger, by which 
several men were badly hurt. 
Inquiry 
develojied the fact that no such accident 
had occurred.

A P ie c e o f A rt W o rk . 
The circular window for the new Cath­ 
olic Church in Galt, says the Gazette of that 
place, is truly a work of art. 
It is a per­ 
fect gem, representing the planting of the 
cross by Christopher Columbus on his 
landing in America. The window recalls 
in soft colors and silent-speaking figures 
the history ot the em inent discoverer of the 
American continent, and his first act of 
faith in lifting up on heathen soil the em­ 
blem of the world’s redemption. 
It is sin­ 
gularly becoming in its lofty setting above 
the altar of a Catholic church. The sacri­ 
fices made by Columbus to conquer A m er­ 
ica by peaceful discovery were inspired at 
the foot of a Catholic altar, and though the 
church of which he was so devout a son 
lias not yet placed him upon her altars, she 
recognizes and generously extols his serv­ 
ices in the cause of religion. The heroism 
of the man who lifted a continent from out 
the seas into the knowledge and possession 
of men may be truthfully and aptly re­ 
called in the church of the saint who once 
bore Christ over the waters. The sacrifices 
of the saintly man who conquered Califor­ 
nia to the faith, and the trial of Columbus 
who discovered the W estern world, will 
come to the m ind of the devout worshiper 
as he lifts his eyes in St. Christopher's 
Church at Galt, and, contemplating the 
cross planted by Columbus, will thank God 
for all the blessings enjoyed in this golden 
land. 
The window is five feet in diameter, built 
of the best material John M allon’s art glass 
works, of San Francisco, can furnish, and 
was designed in the best taste of that em­ 
inent artist, Ernest Narjot. The picture 
with the knightly figures and the pagan 
aborigines, half concealed, half in light, 
shines out like an historical poem, and will 
be always a pleasant memory to the wor­ 
shiper at the hum ble altar of St. Christo­ 
pher’s Church, at this place. 
W hen at 
m orning or evening tide the soft mellow 
sunshine pours in through 
this tinted 
Rose ” and floods the little church with 
rich light, revealing the central figure of 
the great discoverer, his companions and 
the Franciscan Father, pious Christians 
will look up to the cross and thank God 
for. the blessings vouchsafed us in our 
W estern home, and with devotion exclaim, 
Hail, Christopher, pray for us.” 


T h e « Jac k -R a b b it N u isan c e . 
The Red Bluff Kern, speaking upon the 
subject, says: 
The Board ot Supervisors have placed a 
bounty of fifteen cents on each jack-rabbit 
scalp hereafter brought in. This was done 
on the strong representation of a delegation 
of farmers. It was shown that young vines 
and fruit trees are being destroyed in great 
num bers by the rabbits. W here a two-year 
growth can be secured the bark becomes too 
tough to tem pt the pestiferous little ani­ 
mals, and they do no harm, but their ap­ 
petite for the green bark of the cuttings 
just set out is rapacious, and they gnaw the 
tile out of them . Cuttings of several va­ 
rieties of fruit trees were -exhibited to the 
lloard that had been destroyed in this way. 
Vines have been cut off' twice this year on 
some places. Growers have tried to protect 
them by slim picket fences and other pre­ 
cautions, but to no avail. In a district on 
Reed’s creek, six miles west of Red Bluff, 
about two and one-half miles long and one 
mile wide, the following losses of vine-cut- 
tings have been sustained : Last vear— 
Crum well, 20,099; Conard, 18,900 ; W right, 
1,000. Total, 39,900. 
This year—Crum- 
well, 10,009; W iseman, 
5,090; W right, 
1,900 ; Calkins, 4,009 ; Richlien, 1.200 ; Van- 
sant.5C0; Goosetnau, 7,000; Conard, 10,000; 
Lower, 3,000. Total. 41,700. Total in two 
years, 81,000. 
It will be seen that this is a 
serious loss to the men who are trying to 
get orchards started. It am ounts to thou­ 
sands oi dollars. The exterm ination of the 
pests, in the districts infested by them, ap­ 
pears to be the only .remedy. The delega­ 
tion urged the Board to make the bounty 
twenty-five cents, and they still insist that 
fifteen cents is not a sufficient inducement 
to the pursuit of an active campaign 
against the destructive animals.

Mills, a Linda township farmer, met with 
an accident on his place while returning 
from work in the fields to his house, from 
which he sustained severe injuries. His 
t -am became frightened and he was thrown 
to the ground, the wagon passing over him 
and breaking three ribs.—Maryioillc Appeal.
